Recovering the Dead from the Mine at 
Crested Buttes, Col. 

GUNNISON, CoL., January 26.--M. McNeil, 

State Inpector of Mines, arrived at Crested 

Buttes yesterday morning and atonce took charg ¢ 


of the colliery where the dreadful accident hap- 
ned on Thursday. With the assistance of

the main entr ten bodies, baaly 
burned and disfigured, were found. Eigh- 
teen additional bodies were found in an air 
age near the entrance. These corpses were piled 
one upon the other. Itis evident from the place 
where they were found that these men had made 
& simultaneous rush for the furnace room, when 
they were overcome by the after damp in the 
passage. Had they goue 200feet further they 
would have been saved. Six feet further back 
six more bodies, all huddled together were found. 
They, too, had died of suffocation. Inan o 
drift near tue remains ofthose men were dis 
covered the remains of a dozen or more horses 
and mules. The rest of the bodies of the unfort- 
unate miners are believed to be in chamber No. 
2, where the explosion undoubtedly took place. 
It is now known that the total number of men 
at work In the mine was fifty-nine instead of 
fifty-seven, as at first reported. The number of 
bodies recovered vesterday was thirty-five, leav- 
ing twenty-four still anaccounted fur. The scene 
at the mouth of the mine when the bedies of the 
~ fellows were lifted out beggars description. 
omen shrieked and fainted as they ae 
the features of their lost relatives or friends, and 
could not be comforted. The snow was over two 
feet deep and the thermometer stood at 12° below 
zero. Lhemenwho were at work finding the 
bodies bave been on duty for twenty-four hours, 
and avow their determination to .remain at their 
iy until the last man is. out ef the mine. 
ply eight or nine of the victims have families 
here, but a number of others have families in the 
Eastern States, principally in Missouri aad Penn- 
syivania. Ashas been stated before, the mine 
was known tobe dangerous, but the managers 
had attempted to avertacalamity by the intro- 
duction of the most improved machinery for ven- 
tilation. The fireman made the roundsin the 
morning before the men went intothe mine, and 
found a simall quantity of gas in three rooms. In 
two of these the men were warned of the presence 
of gas and given safety lamps. In e third 
room they were requesied not to goat ali. 
Yesterday, while the work of bringing out the 
bodies was going on, some malcontent miners 
who had been discharged a week Defore, circu- 
lated reports that Gibson, the pit boss, was alone 
to blame for the catastrophe. Superintendent 
Robinson was also condemned. Robinson’s 
friends, however, explained to the satisfaction of 
the men that he had been advised by Mr. McNeil, 
State superintendent of mines, that the mine was 
safe. and he had no reason to doubt his state- 
ment. The feeling against Gibson was not al- 
layed, however, and a crowd of ang*y men 
gathered about the house where he was lying with 
the expressed intention of lynching him.

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HIRAM POST’S FALL. 
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He Seeks to Solve an Awful Prob- 
lem With a Knife.

He Bore the Reputation of a Saint 
and the Character of a Judas, 


And Rather Than Stand the Ordeal of 
Exposure He Saws His Windpipe—His 
Strange Confession—His Defalcation 
Amounts to $7,200. 


About a quarter before 7 o’clock last night Mr. 
Hiram H. Post opened his room door at No. 2924 
Spring avenue, went to the head of the stairs and 
called down to his little daughter to bring up his 
pocket-knife. The pretty little creature found it 
in the dining-room, and carried it up-stairs, sing- 
ing as she went. She gave it to her 
fathdr, who told her to go on down agaiv. 
He went back into his room and laid down on the 


bed. Opening the biade of the Knife he stuck it 
into his throat just under the left ear, and tore it 
through the flesh in a semi-circular line to a polat 
shortiy below the right ear. He must have beld 
his head well back to accomplish tne feat, for the 
sh was rightiuthe line . where the neck 
joined the head. He then threw the 
nife on the coverict near by him, 
and lying still waitea for Death to rob the Fourth 
Baptist Church of its Sunday-school superintend- 
ent, the McCormick Harvesting Machine Com- 
ny of an expert book-Keeper, ana his family of 
usband and father. Death disappointed him. 
A few moments later his friend and confidante, 
who had been for years a boarder in his 
household, came In and found Mr. 
Post in the condition just described. On the 
bureau were a oer of empty laudanum bottles, 
in whose contents Mr. Post had on the previous 
night misplaced his confidence, as subdsequently 
appearea. On atable nearthe bed, ianged in a 
very precise row, were four neat and freshly 
superscribed envelopes. One was ad- 
ressed to Mr. L. Dz. Boynton, the 
friend who was making the _ discovery, 
another was addressed to Mr. D. W. Pratt, the 
agent ot the McCormick Company, and the up- 
fortunate employer of Mr. Post, A third was ad- 
dressed to the assistant superintendent of the 
Fourth Baptist Sunday-schoo!. The fourth was 
for the wife of the bleeding man, containing, 
doubtiess, a very liberal addition to the burden of 
sorrew which came upon her four days ago, when 
a telecram came from New York summoning her 
to her mother’s death-bed, to winch 
summons she responded, arriving only in time to 
attend the funeral. 

Mr. Boynton lost no time in making known his 
diseovery, and while one messenger ran for physi- 
cians another wentto inform Mr. D. W. Pratt of 
what had occurred. The tnformation was care- 
fuliy kept from the knowledge of the two littie 
children, who were pub to bed in the 
room adjoining the one where the father 
made such a hideous pictare, and 
through the long nicht, while physicians, friends 
and attendants were moving in and outof the 
pext apariment, they slept the sleep of innocence, 


_ oe never adream of the terrible event which 


eat se timech to them, or of the disgrace which 

must attend it. 

The physicians who arrived were four in num- 
At sight of the first one,- Post, 
had not lost consciousness, al- 

he had much impaired his 
powers of speech, recognized that there was dan- 
ger that his lifemight besaved. The thought 
maddeved him, and, reaching down along his side, 
he felt around on the coverilet forthe knife. He 
found it. and was about to plungeit again into 
his neck, when he was caught and disarmed. 
The doctors found that neither the carotid ar- 
tery nor the jugular vein had beeu severed, al- 
though both had 
A NARROW ESCAPE. 

The gash had, nevertheless, let out nearly a gal- 
lon of blood trom the smaller vessels which had 
been injured, and the bedding was fairly satur- 
ated, the crimson expanse haying been consider- 
ably extended by his tossing, and by the chan 
of position necessary w the surgical work. 
The deep. irregular cut was sponged out and 
sewed up, but it was not untila very jate hour 
thatthe physicians felt safe in leaving him, their 
judgment being at that time that he would recov- 
er. The messenger who went for Mr. Pratt met 
him, and, curiously enough,he was not only on his 
way w& Mr. Post’s house, but was bringing with 
him a hysician, in the fear that 
ust such a thing was liable to happen, which fear 

ad been occasioned by Mr. l’ost's refusal to ad- 
mit a friend to his room ashort time before the 
attempted sutcide. In a weak voice and with 
great difficuity, Mr. Post made a few statements 
to Mr. Pratt, referring him, however, to the bulky 
envelope which he had addressed to him and leit 
on the table, for full information as to the causes 
of his act. 

Eight years ago Hiram H, Post, then about 28 
ears old, had charge of a country school near 
Selleville, Lil, and was a painstaking and efficient 

teacher. His salary was necessarily very small, 
but he lived within it ana had the respect of a 
very iarge circle in Belleville, where his 
father had been tbe pastor of the Baptist 
Church for a number of years. While he was so 
engaged he became acquainted with Mr. D. W. 
Pratt, who had established an agency of the Me- 
Cormick Company at Belleville, and, finding the 
young man to be a fine penhman and a very ex- 
pert bookkeeper, Mr. Pratt employed him. It was 
& most opportune employment for Mr. Post, for 
when his school was not in session 
he had found hard lines. He proved to be a 
treasure as a book-Keeper, and Mr. Pratt states 
that he doubts if there is a man in St. Louis who 
ishisequal. Thereports forwarded to Chicago 
attracted attention at the generai offices, and 
s00D took rank as the neatest and most accurate 
in the range of the company’s business. After a 
year’s service in Belleville Mr, Post was 
BROUGHT TO 8T. LOUIS 
by Mr. Pratt, and established in the branch office 
here, Which controls the business of St. Louis and 
Southern Illinois. Mr. Post brought with bim 
his wife. whom he married at Sing Sing, N. Y, 
and they embarked in housekeeping. hethe r 
toeir home was a happy one of . late 
does not appear yet, buéit certainly was the first 
few years of their residence here. Post receivea 
&@ very neat salary, aud they lived modestly, but 
comfortably. He made friends in bis new field of 
labor as rapidly as he didin Belleville, and soon 
became recognized us one of the most 
exemplary young men in the Fourth Baptist 
Uhurch,of which he wasa member. He wus hon- 
ored with the vosition of treasurer of 
the church, which he held till he 
chese .Ww relinquish it, and finally 
became superintendent of the church Sunday- 
bogi, which position he stillholds. There can 
doubt at these distinctions have served to 
reatly intéfsify the suffering which his disgrace 
s brought upon him.

That in these arrears D. W. Pratt, general 
agent at this city, has no part. He 

put the utmost confidence in me and I abused it 
in the manner abeve set forth. That,owing to the 
manner in which I retained the money sent in, it 
would be impossibic for the time being for him, 
the said D. W, Pratt, to discover any mistake in 
my accounts. Butupon a final settlement with 
the local agents it must at length appear that 
inaliD. W. Pratt’s transactions with dbe said 
company he has been strictly square sin®e I have 
been working for said company, and that to him 
no blame can be aitached in this matter,

A Court Sympathizes with the Side Against 
Which It Bales. 

Judge Lubke this morning handea down a writ. 
ten decision in the case of Frederick Macarty 
and George Macarty vs. M. E. Tanner, otherwise 
Sarah E. Dickey. The defendant, thus singularly 
designated, is a rather pretty young woman, who 
for two years past has been a very ignis fatuus to 
sheriff’s officers charged with the duty of serving 
upon her legal notices of one Kind and another in 
suits in whieh she is interested. The fair object 
of their search evaded capture with the utmost 
adroitness, although some of the plans laid for her 
ought never to have “gone agiee.’”’

Dressing himself in female at- 
tire and donning a heavy veil he went to the hotel 
where Miss Tanner was boarding, and,conceaiing 
himself in the entry, awalted her artival with a 
summons in hishand- Whenthe young woman 
opened the door he snatched the veil trom Dis 
face and held out the paper towards her, Real- 
izing the situation, Miss Tanneror Dickey fied 
pefore the deputy sheriff could make tie service 
complete and Al had to contess his failure. The 
case under review by Judge Lubke this morning 
was amechanic’s lien suit for $144, for some 
painting done on a house belonging to Miss Tan- 
ner, situated on the north side of Papin street.

FED THE FLAMES. 


The Minnesota Penitentiary Almost Whelly 
Destroyed—Other Disastrous Blazes. 


MINNEAPOLIS, MINN., January 26.—Early this 
morung a fire broke outin the State Prison, at 
Stillwater, and in spite of all efforts the vufiding 
wus ¢estroyed. All the*prisoners, including the 
Yourger brothers, were taken out and placed 
unde} a strong guard inthe yard. The loss wili 
probibiy reach $500,000. ‘The tire caught in the 
basenent at 11:45 o’clock last night and was first 
discovered by a pedestrian, who failed to attract 
the atention of the guards, and who ran down 
townand turned onan alarm. The fire caught 
under the main office ef the car company, and 
wher the fire department arrived it was impossi- 
ble to doany effective work on accountof the 
deuse smoke. At 1 o’clock it became evident that 
the prison and the rear office were doomed, and 
Company K of the State military was called to as- 
sist in removing the convicts, about 330 in all. 
They were shackled together by means of long, 
fine chains and removed to different points In the 
prison grounds.

He then threw the 
nife on the coverict near by him, 
and lying still waitea for Death to rob the Fourth 
Baptist Church of its Sunday-school superintend- 
ent, the McCormick Harvesting Machine Com- 
ny of an expert book-keeper, and his family of 
usband and father.

A few moments later his friend and confidante, 
whe had been for years a boarder in his 
household, came In and found Mr.

SAYING HE WAS SICK. 


Convinced that the man contemplated suicide, 
Mr. Haight hurried off to Mr. Prait’s house ana 
told bim of his conviction, urging that Mr. Prait 
get a doctor and go to Post’s house. Mr. Pratt 
did so, and they were on their way when they met 
the messenger Who informed them of the attempt- 
ed suicide, 

Proceeding, Mr. Pratt explained how, having 
sO neatly appropriated $1,900 in July, Post em- 
barked in October in a bigeer steal. Reaching 
the office early each morning. he opened the mail 
and pocketed some of the remittances, not enter- 
ing them on the books, but sending receipts to 
the agents to keep them from suspecting any- 
thing. He kept a careful recora of ail these 
stolen items, and the original reports accompuany- 
ing them, which he enclosed wiih his confession 
to Mr. Pratt, thus rendering itan easy matter to 
straighten up the books. Had not Mr. Pratt sent 
out statements to the agenis, showing the 
amounts they were credited withon each of the 
notes held for collection. which statements were 
bound to elicit correetions from the agents whose 
remittances had been stulen, Post migut not bave 
been driven Lo suicide. 


The following is the confession and the per- 

soval letter to Pratt which accompanted it: 
St. Lours, Mo., January 25, 1884. 
To the McCormick Harvesting Machine Company 
of Chicago, LiL, andto all whomit may copn- 
cern: 

i, Hiram H. Post, of the city of St. Louis and 
State of Missouri, in view of my iinmediate death, 
do hereby make this, my solemn confession. 

That, owing to the fact of my arrears with the 
said McCormick Harvesting Machine Company 
in my accounts with said company while acting 
in the office of D. W. Pratt, general agent of saia 
eompany at St. Louis, Mo., as book-keeper, I have 
attempyjed to take ny own life to hide my dis- 
grace. 

Thatin my report and statement of moneys re- 
tained on collections sent in by the aifferent 
agents throughout Southern Lllinois the balance 
due of $5,370 58 is correct and should bave veen 
placed on the books per the different reports sent 
ip by the collectors at the different points. 

That all the deficiencies as shown by the books 
due said company are not included in the said $5,- 
370 58. 

That in these arrears D. W. Pratt, general 
agent at this city, has no “part. He 

put the utmost confidence in me and I abused it 

in the manner abeve set forth. That,owing to the 
manner in which I retained the money sent in, it 
would be =<; ssible for the time being for him, 
the said D. W, Pratt, to discover any mistake in 
my accounts. But upon a final settlement with 
the local agents it must at length appear that 
inalib. W. Pratt’s transactions with dhe said 
company he has been strictly square sine I have 
been working for sald company, and that to bim 
no blame can be attached in this matter.

The reporter succeeded, rurough the eourtesy 
of Dr. Love, in obtaining an interview with the 
unfortunate young man.

The reporter in- 
formed bim that Mr. Pratt’s statement was, in 
effect, that he (Post) had made away with §7,000, 
ava that the bulk of the money had been spent 
during the past three mounibs. 

“That is not so,” said Mr. Post huskily. He 
was iving in bed with his throat. bandaged. His 
eves were very bright, and the hands that plucked 
at the bedclothes were thin and bloodless. When 
he spoke there was a rattle in the throat. “I 
could not have taken that money the last three 
months.’’ 

By*dint of much persuasion,and through a great 
mauy brokeu sentences, the reporter obtained 
from Mr. Post the statement that the empezzie- 
ment began nearly two years ago, and that the 
first deficit was covered up without chance of de- 
fection.

A Court Sympathizes with the Side Against 
W hich It Bales. 

Judge Lubke this morning handea down a writ. 
ten decision in the case of Frederick Macarty 
and George Macarty vs. M. E. Tanner, otherwise 
Sarah E. Dickey. The defendant, thus singularly 
designated, is a rather pretty young womap, who 
for two years past has been a very ignis fatuus to 
sheriff’s officers charged with the duty of serving 
upon her legal notices of one Kind and another in 
suits in whieh she is interested. The fair object 
of their search evaded capture with the utmost 
adroitness,although some of the plans laid for her 
ought never to have “gone agiee.”’ Her eseape 
was greatiy aided by the fact that sne very 
strongly resembles her cousin, Miss Florence 
Dixie. On one occasion Deputy Sheriff Al Collins 
tried his baud. Dressing himself in female at- 
tire and donning a heavy veil he went to the hotel 
where Miss Tanner was boarding, and,conceaiing 
himself in the entry, awaited her arrival witha 
summons in hishand. Whenthe young woman 
opened the door he snatched the veil trom Dis 
face and beld out the paper towards her. Keal- 
izing the situation, Miss Tanneror Dickey fled 
pefore the deputy sheriff could make the service 
éomplete and Al had to contess his failure. The 
case under review by Judge Lubke this morning 
was amechanic’s lien suit for $144, for some 
painting done on a house belonging to Miss Tan- 
ner, situated on the north side of Papin street. 
The suit Was originally brought before Justice 
Young on July 15, 188: Two different 
constables made a return of “not found.”

The 
Court says: “I have with great reluctance reach- 
ed the conclusions berein announced, because the 
demand of the plaintiffs tor the labor done by 
them is of a class Which itis the especial design 
of the mechanic’s lien law to protect. I am fuily 
convinced that a differeut ruliug would be error, 
and would only increase the cosia which would 
ultimately fall upon the plaintiffs.” A mecjanic’s

It had 
been claimed a)l along that New York people fav - 
ered St. Louis, and the claim now put forward 
that the%Cincinnati movement was supported by 
Cleveland or Tilaen, or both, is looked, upon here 
as verw doubtfui.” A writer in the Washington 
Post to-day says: “This sudden interest in Cin- 
einnati may or may not be the outgrowth of an 
opposition which has recently been worked up 
against St. Louis, but the probabilities are that 
the underlying motive of the movement js 
mach deeper than a f mere question 
of locality. The Cincinnati scheme is only tutead 
ed as a diversion to relieve any impression which 
may have gained currency that St. Louis and 
Tilden were synonymous, and at the same time 
Mr. Tilden’s candidacy being out of the question:

FED THE FLAMES. 


The Minnesota Penitentiary Almost Wholly 
Destroyed—Other Disastrous Blazes. 


MINNEAPOLIS, MINN., January 26.—Early this 
moriug a fire broke outin the State Prison, at 
Stillwater, and in spite of all efforts the building 
wus destroyed. All the*prisoners, including the 
Yourwer brothers, were taken out and placed 
unde} a strong guardinthe yard, The loss will 
probably reach $500,000. ‘he tire caught in the 
basenhent at 11:45 o’clock last night and was first 
discovered by a pedestrian, whofailed to attract 
the aitention of the guards, and who ran dowa 
townand turned onan alarm. The fire caught 
undet the main office ef the car company, and 
whey the fire department arrived it was impossi- 
ble te doany effective work on accountof the 
dense smoke. Ati o’clock it became evident that 
the prison and the rear office were doomed, and 
Company K of the State military was called to as- 
sist in removing the convicts, about 339 in aul. 
They were shackled together by means of long, 
fine chains and removed to different points In the 
prison grounds. ‘The fire spread with remarkable 
rapidity, and, starting in the east endof the 
prison, soon reached the warden’s office and 


It then spread to 
the offices of the Northwestern Car Company, the 
entire front part of the building being @ $s 
From the offic6 of the ear 
company the fire spread to the Kitchen and 
eating room of the prison adjoining. in which 
were situated the chapel.

offered the means of transmitting the flames to 
the cell departments of the prison, which were 
capped by 4 wooden cornice. The cells proper 
are rire-proof, aud had {tt not been for the alfficul- 
ty aliuded to the dire could bave been confined to 
the front or office part of the building. The con- 
victs were trausferred with little trouble, and are 
now under gtard. The origin of the fire is 
shrouded in mystery. The loss is about $500,000, 
The buildings were all owned by the State, and 
were partially covered by insurance. When the 
fire first started Chief Joey of the Stillwater Fire 
Department went into the burning structure, and 
had a narrow escape from death. He was caught 
in the office of the car colnpany and overpowered 
with smoke.

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NOT TOO SEVERE. 

The Globe-Democrat manifests alarm lest 
the present Congress may dectare forfeited, 
on account of the lapse of the time limit 
originally fixed, some land-grants which the 
grantees have tried, or are trying, in good 
faith to earn “Rights already accrued 
must not be disregarded,” we are told. 

There may be a case for lenient action 
where the grantees have demonstrated their 
good faith by pushing their line on, and 
where a reasonable extension of time would 
secure the road’s extension to the origtnal 
destination, while the loss of the laud would 
stop it in the wilderness. But even in such 
@ case the extension of time would be not an 
accrued right, bat a liberal concession in the 
nature of a new grant or the renewal of an 
old one. 

A land grant accepted on the condition 
thatso many miles of road shall be com- 
pleted within a certain specified time for so 
many sections of land, is forfeitable as to 
every mile remaining unfinjshed at the end 
of the stipulated time. If the company has 
shown dune diligence in making prepara- 
tions, and.is pushing the work on, it has the 
same claim for leniency thatis allowed in 
the case of a failing contractor on a govern~ 
ment building or ether public work, and no 
more. 

The indulgence with which Congress has 
heretofore treated the beneficiaries of land 
grants has actually postponed the building 
of roads and excluded population for an in- 
definite period from large sections of coun- 
try, pending the patenting of the granted 
lands within the reserved area. When a 
company could hold a grant as long as it 
chose, without doing anything to earn it, 
there was no use of being in a hurry, and 
therefore these grants too often became 
mere speculative properties in the hands 
of men who held them for sale and had 
neither the means nor the intent to earn 
them. The “Backbone” grant sold by Bar- 
nuM to a company whose line lay in an- 
other part of the country, is a case in point. 
There is another case on the Pacific coast 
where a tract of land as large as Massachus 
setts, much of it covered with timber worth 
$40 an acre, has been withheld’ from entry 
many years to favor a conypany that has 
never manifested any htentidn to build 
more than the first tweaty-seven rules of the 
proposed line. A 

The direct and proper way to end this 
odious langl monopoly business and to open 
the vastTeserved tracts to the masses who 
are Seeking homes and farms, is by declar- 
ing forfeited every forfeitable section, ex- 
cept where the deiaulting grantees can 
prove a clear case of due diligence and 
reasonable progress, promising a speedy 
completion of the line called for. And in- 
deed, if “‘the days of land subsidies are, 
happily, past,”’ as the Globe-Democrat says. 
it is not clear that there should be any dis- 
crimination at all between different land- 
grants which are alike forfeitable. Such 
discrimination might lead to an indefinite 
continuance of the old abuse, with all sorts 
of log-rolling accompaniments; whereas a 
wholesale volicy of forfeiture would work 
hardship in comparatively few, if any, 
known cases, While it would render good 
service in the notice it would serve on other 
grantees whose time limit has not yet rua 


out. t.

THE death of Thomas Holloway, the successful 
patent medicine man of London, has brought to 
light a number of interesting points about his 
character and life. His estate is valued at about 
£1,000,000, only a small part of which was left to 
specific charitable objects, which, inthe light of 
his generosity during his life, 1s much wondered 
at. Two monuments of his liberality are his eol- 
lege for the education of women of the middle 
elasses, and his sanitarium for the treatment of 
mental diseases, and large sums of money were 
privately subscribed by him for benevolent pur- 
poses. In the continuance of these subscriptions 
and also in the amount to be expended on his 
college and sanitarium, he has given his execu- 
tors wide discretion. Mr. Holloway is said to 
have complained that he found it impossible to 
spend on advertising the amount of his profits 
that he desired to invest in that way. 


One of the French papers calls attention to the 
difference in the budget for 1884 from the fact 
that it is leap year. The extra day in the year 
necessitates an additional appropriation of 715,962 
franes for the land force and of 264,496 franes for 
the navy and sea foree. If the caiculation were 
carried out further it would be found that the 
29th oc February will inake 1884 an expensive 
year.

The boring of the heading 
of the tunnel has been accomplished, less than 120 
yards remaining to be pierced, so that the com- 
munication under water is expected to be es tab- 
lished before the end of this month. Before the 
end of this vear the railway service will be in full 
operation, and the uncertainty of traffic . by ferry 
will be disposed of. The tunnelis also expected 
to serve several important functions in the way 
of offering conduits for pipes and wires besides 
t hat of railway commupication. 


LE FIGARO, in consequence of the exceptional 
mildnes s of the winter at Paris, has investigated 
the matter and has found the years noted for lack 
of winter weather. Among those in which there 
was little orno winter were the following: In 
1472 the trees were covered with green leaves,an 4d 
fowls batched in February; there ‘was no wiuter 
in 1289; In 1421 cherries were ripe in April and 
grapes in May; the gardens were full of flowers 
in January of 1538; the year 1572 was éxceptional- 
ly mild; 1585 was the same; there was no winter 
weather in 1607, 1609, 1613, 1617, 1659, 1692, 1781, 
1806, 1822 and 1867.

A BURSTED BUBBLE. 


T he “Hote! Grand” Scheme Cemes te an In 
gierious Eud. 

In 1882 acompany was organized in this city for 
the construction of a mammotw hotel in St. Louis. 
The president of the company was W. J. Pome- 
roy, and the secretary A. F. Dyer. The botel was 
to be erected on a large lot of ground situated 
at the corner of Laclede and Grand avenues. 
Tbe structure was to pe seven stories high 


and was to cover fully two blocks of ground. All 
of its dimensions and appurtenances were to be 
of the most gigantic and luxurious character. The 
ground upon which the future “Hotel Grand,” 
for that Was the name by which it was to be 
known, Was to stand, Was purchased of the Cent- 
eoary M. E. Church. Then the managers organ- 
ized themselves into a committee of ways and 
means. They prepared and signed bonds prying 
6 per Cent interest, the total iss ue belug §1,500,- 
000. To secure the bondholders from logs, if 
there ever should be any boudholders, 
they execuied & mortgage upon the 
ground apd buildings to be erected thereon 
to tie Unfon Trust Company of New York City. 
The mortgage Was only recorded in the. Record- 
er’s Office of this city. The bonds bore date No- 
vember 7, 1885, and were to mature on November 
7, 1903. The bonds fell flat on tue market, not a 
single one of them having been sold. This morn- 
ing avumber ol boys walked iu to the Recorder's 
Office, each bearing several packages of bonds. 
A mau fellowed the boys in a few minutes aud 
stated to Deputy Recorde: Kinney that he de- 
sired to have the mortgage upon the “Hotel 
Grand” released and ihe bonds canceled. This 
will be dgne to-day, and thus the iast of a famous 
bubbie will have passed away.

NOT TOO SEVERE. 

The Globe-Democrat manifests alarm lest 
the present Congress may dectare forfeited, 
on account of the lapse of the time timit | 
originally fixed, some land-grants which the | 
grantees have tried, or are trying, in good 
faith to earn, “Rights already accrued 
must not be disregarded,” we are told. 

There may be a case for lenient action 
where the grantees have demonstrated their 
good faith by pushing their line on, and 
where a reasonable extension of time would 
secure the road’s extension to the origtnal 
destination, while the loss of the laud would 
stop it in the wilderness. But even in such 
@ case the extension of time would be not an 
accrued right, but a liberal concession in the 
nature of a new grant or the renewal of an 
old one. 

A land grant accepted on the condition 
thatso many miles of road shall be com- 
pleted withix a certain specified time for so 
many sections of land, is forfeitable as to 
every mile remaining unfinished at the end 
of the stipulated time. Ii the company has 
shown due diligence in making prepara- 
tions, and is pushing the work on, it has the 
same claim for leniency that is allowed in 
the case of a failinc contractor on a govern~ 
ment building or ether public work, and no 
more. 

The indulgence with which Congress has 
heretofore treated the beneficiaries of land 
grants has actually postponed the building 
of roads and excluded population for an in- 
definite period from large sections of coun- 
try, pending the patenting of the granted 
lands within the reserved area. When a 
company could hold a grant as long as it 
chose, without doing anything to earn it, 
there was no use of being in a hurry, and 
therefore these grants too often became 
mere speculative properties in the bands 
of men who held them for sale and had 
neither thé means nor the intent to earn 
them. The “Backbone” grant sold by Bar- 
num to a company whose line lay in an- 

other part of the country, is a case in point. 
There is another case on the Pacific coast }i 
where a tract of land as large as Massachue- 
setts, much of it covered with timber worth 
$40 an acre, has been withheld from entry 
many years to favor a conypany that has |i 
never manifested any imtentidn to build 
more than the first twesity-seven Tyjles of the 
proposed line. 4 

The direct and, proper way to end this 
odious land monopoly business and to open 
the vast reserved tracts to the masses who 
are Seeking homes and farms, is by declar- | 
ing forfeited every forfeitable section, ex- 
cept where the deiaulting grantees can 
prove a clear case of due diligence and 
reasonable progress, promising a speedy 
completion of the line called for. And in- 
deed, if “the days of land subsidies are, 
happily, past,”’ as the Globe-Democrat says. 
it is not clear that there should be any dis- 
crimination at all between different land- 
grants which are alike forfeitable. Such 
discrimination might lead to an indefinite 
continuance of the old abuse, with all sorts 
of log-rolling accompaniments; whereas a 
wholesale policy of forfeiture would work 
hardship in comparatively few, if any, 
known cases, While it would render good 
service in the notice it would serve on other 
grantees whose time limit has not yet rua 
out. a

showed that only extreme destitution had driven 
him to crime, was sentenced to five years’ penal 
servitude and four years’ police surveillance. 

THE London Metropolitan Board of Works has 
condemned an old house asa dangerous struct- 
ure, which is said to bave been selected by Dick- 
ens as the scene of a number of incidents in the 
“Old Cugiosity Shop.” The house is situated in 
Ports th street, Lincoln’s-inn-flelds and near to 
it standg another house which has a history; it is 
the “Black Jack” public house, a resort of Joe 
Millerana Jack Sheppard. It also has been 
calied the “Jump,” from the fact that when Shep- 


pard was close pressed by the minions of the law f 


he would jump out ofa back window and make 
off. 


THE St. James Gazette calls attention to one 
fact which it thinks the English workmen learned 
through the recent visit of delegates from En- 
glish trade-unions to Paris, aud this is that the 
rate of wages for laborers and operatives of all 
kinds is much less in France than in England. 
It meutions especially as an instance that the 
econ¢ition of the Paris cabmen is much worse than 
that of the London cabmen, as the horses are a 
great deal meaner and ahe licensea fares much 
less. The miserable outfits of Paris cabmen are 
almost proverbial, but it should be borne in mind 
that they pay considerably less in London for the 
use of the vehicles. The Compagnie Urbaine re- 
quires only fifteen francs a day for the use of a 
cab. 


ACCORDING toa correspondent, the Boers of 
Transvaal have taken a peculiar mode of dispos- 
ing of lands confiscated from the native tribes. 
A day was fixed when the land was to be-thrown 
open and it was decided that each burgber who 
had seen active service would be permitted to 
mark out a piece for himself. To give all a fair 
chance, it was required that the selection be made 
on foot. Over 300 men’ started at a given signal 
to Obtain the land, anda great race took piace. 
Pieces of land averaging about fifteen acres were 
secured by 200 competitors. There were some 
disputes, but an amicable settlement was arrived 
at. 


THE Prefect of Police at Paris has issued a de- 
cree announcing that the periodical inspection of 
weights and measures will take place in 1884 on 
the dates indicated in a table annexed to the said 
decree. This kindness of the Prefect.is much ap- 
preciated by the tradesmen, as it enables them to 
know exactly the day#on which it will be neces- 
sary to have weights and measures of the proper 
siandard on their counters. Without this notice 
troublesome complications might arise. 


THE death of Thomas Holloway, the successful 
patent medicine man of London, has brought to 
light a number of interesting points about his 
character and life. His estate is valued at about 
£1,000,000, only a small part of which was left to 
specific charitable objects, which, inthe light of 
his generosity during his life, 1s much wondered 
at. Two monuments of his liberality are his co)- 
lege for the education of women of the middle 
classes, and his sanitarium for the treatment of 
mental diseases, and large sums of money were 
privately subscribed by him for benevolent pur- 
poses. In the continuance of these subscriptions 
and also in the amount to be expended on his 
college and sanitarium, he has given his execu- 
tors wide discretion. Mr. Holloway is said to 
have complained that he found it impossible to 
spend on advertising the amount of his profits 
that he desired to invest in that way, 


One of the French papers calls attention to the 
difference in the budget for 1884 from the fact 
that it is leap year. The extra day in the year 
necessitates an additional appropriation of 715,962 
francs for the land force and of 264.496 franes for 
the navy and sea foree. If the caiculation were 
carried out further it would be found that the 
29th oc February will make 1884 an expensive 
year. 


A WRITER in Le Figaro, referring to the fact 
that several members of the Academy have per- 
suaded M. de Lesseps to bea candidate for the 
chair of M. Henri Martin, cemphments him in the 
highest terms, placing him as a writer and speak- 
er above Henri Martin.

A CORRESPONDENT of the London Tinies states 
that the work of tunneling under the Mersey is 
progressing rapidly. The boring of the heading 
of the tunnel has been accomplished, less than 120 
yards remaining to de pierced, so that the com- 
munieation under water is expected to be es tab- 
lished before the end of this month. Before the 
end of this vear the railway service will be in full 
operation, and the uncertainty of traffic . by ferry 
will be disposed of. The tunnelis also expected 
to serve several important functions in the way 
of offering conduits for pipes and wires besides 
t hat of railway communication. 


LE FIGARO, in consequence of the exceptional 
mildnes s of the winter at Paris, has investigated 
the matter and has found the years noted for lack 
of winter weather. Among those in which there 
was little orno winter were the following: In 
1472 the trees were covered with green leaves,and 
fowls hatched in February; there ‘was no winter 
in 1289; in 1421 cherries were ripe in April and 
grapes in May; the gardens were full of flowers 
in January of 1538; the year 1572 was exceptional- 
ly mild; 1585 was the same; there was no winter 
weather in 1607, 1609, 1613, 1617, 1659, 1602, 1781, 
1806, 1822 and 1867.

New Yor&, January 26. — Fresident Arthur’s 
visit bas not attracted much attention because of 
the recent alarming reports about his bealth.

| ~~ NOVEL INIQUITY. 


The Startling Extent of Black Dia- 

mond Larcenies, 

They Aggregate Nearly $2,000 Per Week 
in Values—Curious Features of the 
Crooked Industry—The Victims Power- 
less to Protect Themselves. 


A very curious feature of metropolitan erlme 
which in St. Louis has assumed the system and 
proportions of a profession, is that of coal steal- 
ing. Itis something of a tax on human ereduli- 
ty, but the statement 1s well borne out by statist- 
ics, thatthe aggregate value of property stolen 
each winter by the army of petty crooks who 
make Coul a specialty exceeds that of all the jew- 
eiry, clothing and other personalty that goes up- 
on the police calieo during the same period. 

A few years ago this character of depredations 
found favor with only those whose condition bor- 


dered on that of paupers, which fact forbade 
prenceumes as a species of cruelty or Oppression. 
Now, however, pecessity actuates only a very 
small minority. the majority following the prac- 
tice either as a business or to avoid an expendi- 
ture which they couid well afford to make, The 
victims of this systematic larceny,pevertheless,are 
just as powerless to protect themselves at pres- 
ent as they were when only the starving widow 
or the decrepit centurian was the offender. 

“Ic would not be nearly so provoking,” re- 
maked Mr. Paul Fusz, secretary of the Chouteau, 
Harrison, and Vaile Company, yesterday, “if our 
coal were stolen only by those who are in abso-, 
lute want. We mightin that case look upon it 
as a bad form of charity. But the fact is that 
most of the thieves are very 

FAR FROM BEING PAUPERS.” 
“Then you know who some. of the miscreants 
are?”’ 

“Why, certainly we do. Their thefts are com- 
mitted im the light of da and right 
under one’s eyes and the eyés of tne police, Our 
Laciede rolling mills and the Waterworks are the 
two largest coal users in the northern part of the 
city. Now, I will venture the assertion that there 
are at least .ne hundred families in that vicinity 
who never buy a bushel of coal from one year’s 
end to the other, but who obtain their entire 
fuel supply from the coal belonging to these two 
institutions,” 

‘Have you complained to the police?” 

“Have we? Why, this has beea going on for 
years. We have compiained until we are tired. 
it is of no avail. The police Know who 
the thieves are, because they bave seen the theits 
going on. You see it does littie good to arrest 
any ot the offenders, because they only steal one 
or two bushels at a time and a conviction for the 
theft of two busheis of coal is impossible. All 
they have to do is 
TO ASK FOR A JURY 
when they are brought to trial, and the jury on 
hearing the amount involved will say the case is 
altogetler too trivial,aud acquit. Thatis humaao 
nature, 

“Is the coal stolen mostly from your yards or 
from the cars?” 

“From the cars altogether, and, what is more, 
the brakeimen on the train often pot only witness 
the theft, but, ina spirit of generosity,as they 
imagine,often heave off lumps of coal to be picked 
up by the waiting men, womem and cbiidreuv 
alongside the track.” 

“The loss, then, falls on thé contractor rather 
than on the mills, does it notyY”’ 

‘‘At first glance that would appear to be the 
case, Dut in reality the entire loss falls on 
our company. It is true we pay for 
only 80 much coal as our scales show to be on the 
cars when they arrive at our mills, but stealage 
has come to be recognized as 

ONE OF THE INEVITABLES 
of the coal trade, and asa resuit the. dealers, in 
bidding for our contract. alwavs figure it in 
against us, 80 that we bave to pay for our Coal at 
much higner rates than we would hayeto pay 
if it were not for these depredations.’’ 

“Is tbe amount taken tromeach car sufficient 
to be noticeapie?”’ 

“Noticeable? Why you would be amazed. By 
the time a car load of caal ruus the gauntlet of 
East St. Louis, Union Depot yards, Poplar street, 
the rolling mill region, it looks, as a dealer the 
other day expressed it, ‘as though a January 
thaw had struck it.’ I’li give youa sample case. 
@ne of our company’s employes conceived the 
idea last year that it would be an ecopomijeal thing 
to buy a whole car load of coal and have it 
brought right up to the mill, which 18 close to his 
house. We were not running at the time, and 
he obtained the  wprivilege of i having 
the car put on the company’s sidetrack 
for unloading. Owing toa misunderstanding he 
was not notified of the arrivalof the car till the 
second day aiter it got there, and then he wok 
steps to have it unloaded. Yvu see — those 
thirty-six or forty-eight hours that was the only 
load of coal in that iminediate vicinity, so that the 
thieves had bunched their work on it. Now. 
what do you suppose was the stealage? The car 
contained, originally, about 400 bushels, and 

WHEN THE OWNER TOOK PUSSESSION 
of it he found that 175 bushels Dad been carried 
off.’’ 
‘How do they carry the coal away?” 
‘In wheelbarrows, hand wagons, sacks, buck- 
lhey seldom take 
nore than a bushel at a time, but they keep rignt 
at it, aud don’t mind who sees them.”’ 

“If you can’t make petit larceny against them, 
why don’t you prosecute them for trespass?” 

“It isn’t trespass unless we Cab Catch them on 
the cars, or in our inclosure, and they evade that 
by pulling the coal 

OFF THE CARS WITH POLES, 
and then picking it off the ground.” 
COUNCILMAN ED. DEVOY, 
who represents the Dutch Holiow Coal Company, 
was met soon alter the above loterview, and the 
subject was broached. 

“Stealage an important item?” said he, “well, I 
should say so! Itis just this important. that in 
bidding for large contracts we have to allow for 
the theft of atleast five bushels from every car 
we bring in. | It used to be simply terrible in the 
Union Depet yaras, but we've ot that 
about slupped, it’s as bad down 
along the river front, and up in North St. 
Louis as ilever was, and you would be amazed at 
the extent of it.” 

“Can’t you do anything to stop 11?” 

“It’s a difficult vrobiem. In the first place coal 
isavery hard thing to identify; hence, unless 
we catch the thieves in the act, we can’t prove 
property. Then, if we do catch them and try to 
prosecute them we make but Iltile headway, be- 
cause a owl is raised about a rich corporation 
prosecuting a poor Man, Woman or voy for ten or 
twenty cents’ worth of coal. The papers take up 
oe same cry, and conviction is simply impossi- 

le.”’ 

‘Doesn't the railroad company afford any pro- 
tection?’ 

“Very little. Now [ll give you a couple of in- 
cidents. One day Ll went down from the Union 
Depot yards through Poplar street on alot o 
loaded cars I.wanted to have rushed to the 
roliing mills, and when the forwara part of the 
train Was opposite 

THAT LONG ROW OF BAGNIOs, 
I was amazed W see a obrakeman  be- 
gin to dump out big lumps of coal 
with great industry, for the Women who were 
standing in their dvorways, waiting for it. I 
scrambied to the front, and wanted to know how 
it was ¢hat ny coal Was Deing disposed of with 
such lavisb hand. The brakeman was very much 
disgusted, and wanted to Know what harm there 
was In giving the poor women something to keep 
warm with. OO another occasion a jeng coal 
train, composed entirely of cars belonging to 
Donk Bros. and our company, was blocked on 
tue levee at the fvot of Poplar street 
and remained there a little over an hour, It was 
a cold morning, and the moment the cars stopped 
moving the raid on them was terrific, I kept 
dasbing up and dowa along my part ot the train, 
trying to 
DRIVE OFF THE THIEVES, 

ana shouting at the top of my lungs, but I might 
as well have shouted at mosquitoes. My cars did 
uot suffer as much as Donks’, but the joss was 
immense. When the cars were weighed 
we found that during that bour the thieves had 
carried off an average of sixty-five bushels from 
each car.” 

“And you have to stand the loss?” 

“Certainly. We have no redress. The eyil1s a 
very serious One, as you can readily see, Why, 
the thieves in the north end.are regularly equi 
ped for stealing. They have long, smooth wore 
wood poles, with strong hooks at the end, and 
they stand alongside the track at some convel- 
lent place, and as the coal cars pass by them in 
process of switching, they reach up ang nook off 
bushel after bushei of coal.

the coal is obtained as well asthe séller. It is a 
very cheerful sort of thievery. Why, not long ago 
a hard character up town offered to take a con- 
tract to supply a stationary engine with coal for 
the entire year at arate two cents below what 
any coal dealer in town could furnish itfor. He 
had no coal ana no capital, but the men to whom 
he made the bid knew that he proposed to obtain 
the supply by stealing it, ana so rejected his 
offer. Talking abeut the railroad company, I am 
informed that the crossing watchmen up there 
are not allowed any coal by the company for 
wurming purposes, but are expected to skirmish 
forit. They keep 

THEIR STOVES WELL FILLED, 
nevertheless, and I was informed by a gentleman 
the other day that he saw a wagon drive up to 
the watchman’s box at a crossing and get a small 
wagon load of foraged coal, which be delivered at 
the watchman’s house.” 

All obtainable information on this subject in- 
dicates that Messrs. Fusz and Devoy have 
rother understated than overstated the evil. The 


coal receipts of St. Louis daily are between four 
hundred and five hundred car-loads, and, taking 
this for a basis of estimate, with a stealageof 1, 
per cent, it is plain that the thieves capture daily 
about $250 worth of fuel for which the public 
pa,s. 


A GHOULISH ROMANCE. 


The Dissection of a Former Room- 
Mate by a Medical Student,

A Reminiscence of the Fiourishing Days of 
Grave-Robbery in St. Louis—The Surprise 
Party Given Three Body=Snatchers in Pick- 
er’s Cemetery—Doepke’s Traffic in Corpses 
—His Arrest and Exposure. 


The body-snatching sensation which is now 
causing such great excitement in Chicago and its 
mortgaged vicinity recalls the commotion ¢reated 
here about eight years ago by the discoverg of ap 
organized system of grave-robbery which was 
fortunately brought toa sudden termination by 
the arrest of the principals, and the business sub- 
sequently made unprofitable by the passage of an 
act by the State Legisiature, which provided that 
the unclaimed bodies dying in the city institu- 
tions could be turned over to the medical college 


for dissection. 

“One of the strangest stories Ihave heard in 
this connection,” saida young physician to a 
PoustT-DMISPATCH’ reporter, referring to the 
days when body-snatching was a _ flourish- 
ing industry here, “is that of a young man 
named Jordan. He was sextonin St. Patrick’s 
Church, corner of Sixth and Biddle streets, and 
being ambitious of attaining to some more ex- 


alted position in life, and having some education, 
he determined to study medicine. He 
eptered the college at the corner of Seventh and 
Myrtle streets, then called 
POPE’S COLLEGE, 

I believe, and remained there until he gradu- 
ated two years later. One day while he was at- 
tending to his duties around the church a young 
man applied to him for food and work. The 
stranger was homeless and friendless—be had not 
a relative in the world, ana Joe—that was Jor- 
dan’s first name—took cempassion upor him. He 
made the young man his assistant, shared his 
one room with him, clothed him and paid hima 
share of the salary allowed the sexton. The ar- 
rangement was a poce one‘for Joe, as it gave bim 
a littie more tim™ to apply to his studies.

to smother his emotions. Here was a man who 
had siept in the same room with him and 
eaten at the same _ table. What was he 
to do? There was but one thing, and 
that was to go on with his work. He recalied the 
many conversations he had had with the man, in 
ail which stood forth the prominent fact that ne 
was without friends or relatives: there was no one 
in the world to look after or care for his remains, 
so nothing was left to do but cut him up, and cut 
him up they did. Joe looked into the matter the 
day alter receiving the corpse and discovered 
that the young man had died in the hospital and 
been buried in Potter’s field; the body-snatechers 
who supplied the college with subjects, bad rifled 
bis grave before it was twenty-fouf hours old, In 
less than a month after he died the shreds of his 
flesh and most of his bones had been . 
WEPT THROUGH THE SEWERS 

This is the story 
Joe—or Dr, Jordan, as he afterwards became— 
told me himselt. The last I heard of bim he was 
practicing medicine in Kansas City.” 

Previous to the enactment of the law giving the 
unclaimed budies of the pauper dead to the medi- 
cal colleges for dissection, the ghoulish work of 
the body-snaichers was extensively carried on 
here. Evidence of this was strongly presented on 
several occasions when the abandonment and re- 
moval of some of the old cemeteries were made 
necessary. Many graves In the old Presbyterian 
Cemetery were found tenantiess when relatives 
opened them to remove the bones they expected 
to find there, and in scme cases logs of wood were 
found in the coffins, where they had been supsti- 
tuted ior the stolen corpses. The same 
sorrowful story was told at the time of the 
uncovering of the graves in the old Wesleyan 
Cemetery, and indeed notone of the abandoned 

aveyards bad escaped the depredations of the 

uman wolves. Those were the days when kid- 
naping was not an upusual occurrence. Many 
children, youths and young men disappeared 
mysteriously, and the complaint went out that 
they were beguiled into the medicai colleges and 
made subjecis for dissection. There was, of 
course, much exaggeration in these stories; still a 
sufficient quantity of truth remained alter sifting 
the maiter to give a peculiar flavor of horror to 
the reports. 

GHOULS SURPRISED AT WORK. 

The last, and probably the most remarkable 
case Of grave-robbiug in St. Louis occurred 
on the night of December 14, 1875. 
At 4 . o’ciock in the afternoon 
that day or showy Conrad Doli. father-in-law of 
Louis Merkel>-was buried .ia Picker’s Cemetery. 
The night was dark, and rain was falling when at 
9 o’clock, a coyered wagon, in which were three 
men, stopped at atavern near the graveyard; 
they wateréd the horses aud then proceeded 
towards the city of tne dead. There was con- 
siderabie talk about this time concerning body- 
snatching, and the actions of the men in the 
wagon excited the suspicion of severai men who 
were in the tavern. ‘The iatier, rightly conjectur- 
ing that taere was wicked work about to be done, 
gathered a posse of citizens and hurriedly, but 
quietly as pussibie, followed the wagon to the 
graveyard. Listening at the fence they beard the 
svuna of pick and shovel and caught tae murmur 
of low voices, They quickly surrounded the place 
and, closing .1n upon them, teli upon the ghouls 
just as tney finished their terrible work. The 
vody had been removed aud placed in the wagon, 
and they could see the loug gray bair of the 
corpse streaming free to the wiud; the cofflu also 
had been liilted into the wagon, and the three 
ghouls had taken their seats ang were about to 
drive away. One oi the citizens, bowever, rushed 
up and seized the horse’s heads, while the others 
sucured the men. There Was a desperate fight in 
the dark of that quiet place, but it was briei. The 
trio were made captive and n fouad them- 
selves behind the bars. The “leader, it was dis- 
covered, was 

ERNEST DOFPKE, 

who owned considerabie property in the city. He 
was indicted for Eo larceny in the stealing of 
the rusewood coffin that inclosed Doil’s remains 
and having been convicted in the Criminal Court 
was sentenced to ten years in the State peniien- 
tiary. 
that the stolen coffin was not genuine rosewood but 
an imitation, and Doepke being tried under a new 
and amended indiciment, was again found guilty 
and agaib convicied aud senlenced to two years’ 
imprisonment. The stealing ef Doll’s body was, 
unuer the law, only a misdemeanor, so that feat- 
ure of the offense was not considered. 

lt was afterward freely stated that Doepke, 
who had for years been charged with the burying 
of the pauper dead of the city, bad negiected to 
place many of the corpses in tbe resting placés 
prepared for them, and that in epening many of 
the graves the coffius were found empty. Another 
story was also recited and attributed to a woman 
who Claimed to have veen in the employ of 
Doepke and to have assisted himin his inhuman 
work. She said, according to the report, that she 
went with bim one night to the pauper buryin 
ground for the purpose of opening «a grave, bers. 
when the grave was uncovered and tne coffin 
opened the ijumate was found to have been buried 
alive; in fact, he was not yet dead, and it took a 
heavy spade biow across his skuli to put an end 
to his exisience. ‘This story, though, was re- 
garded merely as a sensational appendix to the 
history of the grave robber’s arrest, aud found 
few, if any, believers.

of the globe will produce. Fresh from the 
mines, the ranches, and the railroad sections, 
where life has 4 monotony and dreariness 
inconceivable to those living in “God’s 
country,”” these people enter into their 
pleasure with a zest equal to 
that with which a famishing man would eat. 
As night approaches the glare of numerous 
lights stream out upon the visitor from vari- 
ous saloofs and give the town quite a metro- 
politan air. The saloons, more numerous 
than any other class of business, average 
about three to every side of a block, and are 
generally supplied with music of some sort 
besides numerous gambling outfits: Rou- 
lette, stud-horse poker, keno, monte, etc., 
are arranged around the rooms; but of all

ite in the West. It must appear. strange to 
those living in the East, where the mere beilef 
that one or two gaming houses are secretly 
run is sufficient to excite the apprehension 
of the public, that here day and night games 
are openly run in nearly half the houses in 
town.

hope of discuvering from what source he ex- 
pects to draw these new stores of deeper, 
brvader, and more glowing gratitude, And 
even he does not aftirm thai those who believe 
in the complete cessation of. persona) exist- 
ence with death, feci additional! gratitude to 
f rmer benefactors for having ceased to be. 
But as thatis apparently the wuole of the 
iuteliectual and mora! differ. nce between the 
ground of the positivist’s attitude toward the 
dead, and vf our own, we are puzzied as tw 
the source of Mir. Harrison’s hopes. Ln point 
of fact, it soon appears that Mr. Harris +-u 
trusts fur his iresh stores of entuusia~m 
about the dead to rhetorical ex travagances 
of language and nothing else. He 
deciares that positivists see the dead “as 
stili living around them, and as active as 
they ever were io their life’-sthne activity, 
remember, being in his belief purely pvust- 
humous, aod therefore passive—not activity 
of their own at all. Nay, afterward, Mr. 
Harrison gues further still. “We live by 
oue another; we live again in one al- 
other; and often, indeed, much more 
after death than before it,” so that death 
not only need nut, in his opinion, diminish 
the amvuant of influence exerted over others, 
it may olten positively increase it. Mr. Har- 
risud would, we suppose, expiaia himseil as 
meaning that where apy one’s Characterist.c 
influence ou his generation has been great, 
it grows and is multipiied with the growing 
nuinber of persons to whom it is transmitted 
—Shakespeare’s poetry, fur example, iuilu- 
eucing the imaginatvns and feelings of 
thousa ds of persons in this generatiea for 
every person su influenced in his own iile- 
time. hat is not valy true, but a perfectly 
irrelevant trueism * * * #£«the diifer- 
euce between the positivists’ attitude 
toward tne great dead and the Caris- 
tians’ is thrs—that whiie the twr- 
mer think of them as the used-up ma- 
terials of present day life, the ‘atter not oniy 
recoguize what they owe them in the past, 
but think of them as still living an intenser 
lite than before, and as looking back on 
their good aud evil deeds in tue past with 
that humble gratitude or that bitter seif-re- 
proach which good and evil excite in. our- 
selves. It. is clear that there is no . fresh 
store of gratitude to be got out of the belief 
that the objects of that gratitude have ceased 
tu live a personal life, and have become only 
part of the mural awaigam of history. The 
atte.npt to lash such artificial emotion. into 
existence is an intrinsicaiiy absurd one; apd 
so the positivists realiy feel it, fur hy way*vf 
enbaucing the artiticial gratitude which they 
desire us to feei toward tue dead, they tell 
us—for what reason we know not, for they 
never offer any—that the worthless aid | 
tne evil have no  ~»posthumvuus iife, 
their worthles<ness and evil dying away 
in the “tide of progress and good.""

An Hysterical Young Lady Who Has 


‘lwo Distinct States of Being. 
: From the Fo: tuightiy Review, 

Felida X., an hysterical young woman liv- 
ing in the south of Franee, became subject 
in 1855 to accesses «of what was at first cuon- 
sidered as s ;mnambulism—s.ates lasting a 
few winutes or hours, of which she retaived 
no consciousne 8 02 rezainiug her normal 
condition. Gradually the duration of these 
accessivus increased; they became consider- 
abie enough to rank as a “second state,” and 
it was observed thaitin this second state 
Felida perfectly remembered the first state; 
in the first or normal state she furgot the 
second. The second state cradualiy grew 
upon her till it has become almost centinu- 
ous, her relapse into the first state occupy- 
ing, perhaps, not more than one day per 
mouth Aud itis remarkabie that her sec- 
oud state is in all respects superior to her 
first. Her heaith is better; ber character is 
more cheerful and even; her mewory per- 
fect for vuoth stages. 

She is aware vt her occasional entry into 
her first state, but she considers that as ab- 
nermal, and though not unduly distressed by 
it, she wouid fain avoid its occurrence. When 
in tuis first state on the other hand, her 
ac bes and pains return, and her memory for 
the second state disappears. She is then 
truly miserable, even to the verge of suicide, 
and heiplessiy bewildered by tue vast gaps 
in ver mewory, which are so profound and 
exteusive that if her husband or chiidren 
happen to be out of the room at the moment 
wuen she enters tiie first state, she dves not 
know whether they are alive or dead, and 
Waits auxivusly to see whether they come in 
again. She is ashamed of this loss of wem- 
ory, and uses aii herartto cunceal if. O41 
late she Las hiton a pian whicb somewiat 
lessens this inconvenieuce. 

When she feels that an access of the first 
state is coming on she writes a letter to her 
other self giving a precise account of the 
facts Whicu she considers it desirable that 
self should snow. ‘Thus, fur instaauce, she 
details the orders which have to be 
executed, the measurements of chiniz, 
etc. But there are cases where the 
poor creature is glad to forget. For ex- 
ample, in the second state she iearned facts 
giving her grave cause for jeaiousy as to her 
nusbaud’s conduct with a tema.e friend of 
her owa. So much did this disturb her that 
she attempted suicide. She was rescued be- 
fure life was extiuct, and then.in her new 
wisery she ardeutly desired the return of 
the first state, with all its suicidal gi +om, 

referring, as one may say,to hauvg lherseil 
iv forgetiuiness of ibe truth, ratuer than be- 
cause sbe remembered it. Sie has since 
then, in fact, repeatediy returned to the 
first state, and knuws nuihing ther«in of the 
trouble which has come un her secoud self.

“Mr. Towasend wa> a hotel proprietor be- 
fore marrying me. He kept wha. was known 
as the Sait Lake House, and in 1852 borrow- 
ed $800 of ‘Blind Leunard,’ a Murmon, pay- 
ing inierest atthe rate of 40 per cent. per 
annum. As hehadno meausof repaying 
‘b.ind Leonard,’ tue Sait Lake House was 
taseu away frum him, aud, insome way I do 
not understand, fell into Brigham Yuung’s 
possvssion. He putin as iandiord a man 0 
the uame of Baldy, who was not successful. 
Mr.. lownsend Lad been four months out of 
employm-nat, when Brigham Young sent for 
him, auvised bim to take me for a wife aud 
to try aud reclaim tie Sait Lake House. 
Afier our mariiage we set to Wort with a 
wiil, and in two years paid to Judge Apple- 
by, Brigham Toung ¢ clerk, $3,300. I think 
this sum redeemed the entire preperty and 
bought additioual land. : 

“in 1864, when miners came rushing into 
Utah, hote! busluess was very profitable, 
and a mau from Calhfornia offered us $90,000 
in gold fur our property and good wili ia the 
business. Mr. Townsen:i at once consulted 
Brigham Young, who strongly objected to 
any such course. ‘You must not sell to out- 
siders, Brother Towusend,’ he said; ‘I'd like 
it myself. Come, come; you’re tired and 
need rest. Your wife is worn out with hard 
works.’ The President offered $25,000 for 
wuat the Gentile would give $90,000. When 
I heard what had passed between Brigham 
Yvuog and Mr. Tuwnsend I was «reatly dis- 
tressed. I cried the whole night following. 
I did not want tne hotel to be sold, for I had 
helped to earn every nail and every adube. 
I kuew, however, that whatever Brigham 
Young wauted he would get. Itso came to 
vass. The President tovuk the Sait Lake 
House, and in partial payment gave 
Mr. Townsend a ded for the lot at 
the corner of this hotel in which 
we are now living, charging us $8,3u0 
for it. There stood upon the lot a smail 
advbe house, now used as! a bar-room. We 
were thea sentun a mission to Eugiand for 
twyu years, and on our return we were to re- 
ceive $16,700, which we did. With this 
unvney we opened our hotel, under the name 
of tte “‘lownsend Heuse.” An uncle of 
wine in Eugiand gave me some money, which 
[ put into our business. We made extensive 
additious to the originai building, and got 
ou very well, though we found thai Brigham 
Young had actualiy sold us land which did 
uot belong t» him. ‘The rightful heirs sued 
us fur $80,000, and sold out their claim toa 
man by the name of Garvey. We gave hima 
mortgage on the property fur $14,000, which 
was not canceled uutil 1874 By this dis- 
honest conduc: of the president of the 
cnurch, we paid twice ,over for the land on 
whieh we lad bDuiit. 

“in 1867 Brignam Young urged my hus- 
band to takea third wife. I protested. I 
went to the presideut aod pleaded with bim. 
I cou!d not live in more pulygamy. I had 
hau one duse. I would not endure it with a 
third woman. ‘l’d rather go and dig a hole 
iu the mouitains aud live in peace,’ | said. 
Brigham Young expressed concern and

When Mr. Townsend 
saw that 1 was in earnest, he came to me, 
saying: ‘Well, E..zabeth, if you’ll only 
stay, L’ll offer you an equal partuership with 
myself. Half of the property siall be. 
yours, and also half of ali future profits,’ I 
axreed to this arrangement, and hence re- 
wained, but | never frum tat time lived as 
a wife to Mr. Towusead. We were part 
ners in business. I trusted him impligitiy, 
aud nanaged every dvpartwent except the 
financia). When the first wife died, three 
ears aiter this arrangemeut, 1 asked Mr. 
Townsend to marry me according to the 
laws of tue United States, and my request 
Was seconded by the first wife’s children, 
but Mr. Tuwusend reiused to acknow: 
the laws of the United Siates. He said he 
recug ized no laws but those of Gud, by 
wiseh we had been married.

tailed coat and no trousers. We encoun- 
tered a noble in a crush hat, a brown velve- 
teen shooting-jacket and a vair of light green 
pants. His feet were mounted on Japagese 
clogs. Probably he wil! buy a pair of Fr 
boots some day. At present he is 
transition _ state. My friend took 
guide a descendant of 
nobility of the country, who wore a stove4 
pipe hat, a Japanese waistcloth, and a pall 
of str w sandals. He was just as affable as 
though he had been encumbered with a suit 
from a London West-end taiior’s; and this 
shows that the Japanese are nota conceited 
people. They know how to imitate what is 
good. You land some luggage. ‘They come 
up to you in the guise of Custom House oill- 
cers. You ask which package they would 
like to have opened. They say “‘ail,”’ aud 
they laugh like so many monkeys. They 
have heard that this is the proper way to do 
it. But when you have opened the bays at 
infinite trouvle they do not praperly search 
them. It would be rude in their opinion to 
haul your things over, and sv they ejaculate, 
“A’ right,” and chaik or stamp the sides of 
the bags. You ask them why they had them 
opened at all, and they grin 
again. They donot know. It is useless tw 
question them; they would be unabie to give 
an answer. Audso it is with all their im 
tations. They wear, as | have said, many of 
our clothes, yet would be infinite.y more 
comfortable if they wore their vid ce stumes. 
But they have beer tuid that the pot bat and 
the tailed cuat and the tight sieeve are the 
proper things to wear, so they put them on 
The reason is always manifest; it is a curb 
ous readiness to imitate. In one particular 
they imitate Rybinson Crusoe. When tiey 
have nothing else to put on they clothe 
themseives in straw, which gives them the 
absurd appearance of a walking wiieat-st ick. 
The straw is threaded and hung round ‘weir 
necks, It is us«ful, in so far as it throws of 
the rain and sinew just iike the thatch on as 
English farm-laborer’s coitage, but it can 
ornamental in out 
sense of the wurd. Yet the Japa ese think 
itaill right, and it duubtiess aceords with 
their ideas of beauty. Surm unting tis 
shoulder-thateh of straw is usually a straw 
hat made in the form of an inverted saucer.

The Nouvelle Revue has published a seri 
es of letters, dated from Berlin, which wil! 
ure among the instructive documents of 
the present time, and in which historians 
will fund some curious and valuable informa- 
tion concernin Germany, until 1866 scarcely 
accepted as a first-class power and now the 
mistress of Europe.. The author who con- 
Ceals his personality under the pseudonym 
of | Vasill,” bas not, like Saint Simon 
and Metternich, written for a far-away pOs- 
terity. He addresses himself to his contem- 
poraries as a witness who has seen and min- 
gied with the personages whom he describes, 
and who, doubtless, has sometimes su(tfe red 
from their contact. Inno case can he be 
ancused of caricaturing his subjects, but 
their profiles stand out with the sharp pre- 
cision of a cameo; his aim seems to have 
oeen to fixthe features of the artisans of 
this pustoorminesy work before any post hu- 
mous le end could change their physiogno- 
my. “Count Paul Vazsill,” who declares 
that he has jeft the Prussian capital forever. 
attempts no description of the imperial po- 
litical wheel-work, nor does he study as a 
parineopher the historical causes which have 
ullf up the grandeur of the new empire on 
the ruins of old Europe; he confines his nar- 
ration to ‘those different spheres of society”’ 
which make up the great world of Berlin. 
The Emperor’s portrait, naturally, has the 
place of honorin the gallery, and although 
Count Paul Vasill, in common with all those 
who have approached him, admits the singu- 
lar fascinatiog of the sovereign, he pursues 
his implacable analysis of that sovereign’s 
character and prociivities. ‘Ihe Keiser is 
ambitious,” he writes, “but brutaiiv ambi- 
tious, from a sentiment of covetousness for 
his neighbor's goods; * * * he always 
desires more than he now possesses, and can- 
not yet coufort himself for not appropriating 
Saxony in 1866." ‘This, I mey add, isa faci 
of public notoriety in Germany, where nu 
one denies that William of Honenzollern is 
more Prussian than German, and, after 
Sadowa, was infinitely more sensible to the 
attractions of vast territorial aggrandize- 
menta, than tu platonic honor of the Presi- 
dency of the North German Confederation. 
It needed Russian pressure to save ducal! 
Hesse, and M. de Bismarck’s threat to resign 
his portfolio to preserve the integrity of 
Austria, in whom the far-seeiug Minister 
already divined the aliv of 1879. Never has 
the Emperor pardoned France for her inter- 
ference in favor of Saxony when the treaty 
of Prague was signed, and this souvenir is 
an edifying commentary upon the effusions 
of the two monarchs, the victurand the 
vanquished of 1866, when they met at 
the unveiling of “Germania” on the Nieder- 
wald, last September. “Che s#&mperor,” af- 
firms M. Vasili, “‘considers his son to be in- 
sufficient, and desires that ali Germany 
should share hisopinion. He isithe staunch 
defender of tne aruwiy, the only matter wit hl 
which he has never permitted M. de 
marck to meddie.”’.

M. Von Kuosebeck, the Empress’ 
private secretary, “‘aotes down all acts of 
cupidity and ignoble baseness of which he is 
every day the witness, and, though he has 
not gdt used to them, cherishes them on the 
tablets of his memory.” 

Among the warriors whose swords have 
built up the edifice of Prussia’s grandeur 
M. Vasili points totwoas the great planets 
of her military firmament, in comparison 
with whem the others are mere satellites, 
shining by reflected light. First, Marshal 
von Moltke, the greatest tactician of the 
age, the ex-officer of the Danish Army, who 
began his career of Commander-in-Chief by 
warring against his native country, and of 
whom the Minister of War of Denmark 
wrote, when he solicited service in Prussia: 
‘The departure of Capt. von Moltke will not 
be a great loss to the Danish Army. e is 
not ambitious of conquest, but, as he is not 
prodigal of his soldiers’ blood, he seeks so to 
despoil the enemy that his poverty will pre- 
vent a continuation of resistance, He is 
without pity for his adversaries; he pursues 
them with his vengeance that they may lose 
all desire for future revolt or reprisals. He 
hates every adversary whom he estimates to 
be redoubtable, and rejoiced openly at the 
deaths of Skobeleff and Gambetta. Sincere- 
ly averse to war, although he owes every- 
thiug to war, he believes that the sword, 
once drawn, should not be sheathed until! 
the foe be crushed and helpless. In general, 
he is aman inaccessible to any emotien; 
even his benevolence is mechanical. His 
clitracter is that of a mathematician, Every 
seutiment appéars to him a detrimental 
weakness; he loves nobody!” 

Necessarily I have omitted the portraits 
of many distinguished personages, and with 
regret, must skip ail notice of the political 
parties of the imperial Parliament, which is 
“‘varticularly distinguished for its utter want 
of patriotism,’’ ut I cannot omit the 
great figure of the Chancellor, ‘‘perhaps the 
only mhnoin Prussia capable of apppeciat- 
ing the greatness of his work, and who is 
so identified with it that when he disappears 
it will descend with him into the grave.” It 
is by contrast with the pigmies of the Reich-

The Chancellor has never tolerated in office 
any one whom his talents might possibly 
make his rival, and among tbe medlocrities 
iu high places there is really no one, except 
perhaps, Manteuffel, to whom the empire, 
Bismarek’s creation, can look with confi- 
dence as his successor. The events of 1864, 
1866 and 1871 transformed + eoreggas the con- 
ditions of Germany’s existence. The hege- 
mony of a military ‘power succeeded the 
reign of the peaceabie, prudish Federal Diet, 
the enemy of violence; but, in absorbing 
Germany, Prussia herself entered a pew 
period of her history. What built up her 
yrealness may be insufficient to 
maintain it. Prussia is not synony- 
mous with Germany, and it remains 
an open question whether the sys- 
tem which profited in the oue case may su¢- 
ceed in the other. The heart of the Prussian 
thonarchy ean scarcely be called German, 
the Marches of Brandenburg, Silesia, Pome- 
rania, aud Ducat Prussia were Slavic and 
Pagan jands when the German nation had 
already had its placein history; even now 
the Prussian—the Borusse, as. he loves to 
call himself—is proud to assert that his 
origin is not Teutonic, Very little German 
blood runs in the veinsor Bismarck,of whom 
one of the most striking qualities is the a 
propriation of the ideas of another race, He 
appreciated the power of the German senti- 
ment, apd turned it to the profit of his own 
ambitivun and the glory of his own country. 
It is not long since Berlin buasted that she 
was Prussian, not German; the diplomatic 
campaign, which ended with the spoliation 
of Denmark, was the work of Prussia, and 
not at ail of Germany, white a perusal of his 
correspondence which the Chancellor has 
just published will convince the most 
incredulous: of the contempt felt by 
the Prussian Pleuipotentiary at Frank- 
fort for the diet, the German 
Governments, and the enthusiastic 
dreams of German patriotism. Even on the 
worruw of Sadowa King William himself 
was wore anxious to complete the work of 
the great Frederick than to claun the inheri- 
tance of the Honenstauffen, and only a his- 
toricai and moral revolution of the tradi- 
tions of the Hohenzollera could accomplish 
the substitution of the quasi-revolutiouary 
hymn of the ‘“Wacht am Rheta” for the 
“March of Dessau.” Bismarck’s genius has 
triumphed, but it has chan the course of 
Prussian policy. Tuis policy, the work of a 
patient, tenacivus, unscrapulous dynasty, 
served by a petty people, among whom disci- 
pline is hereditary with all the defeets and 
qualities of conquering races, this policy 
now undertakes the difficalt task of satisfy- 
ing the aspirations of a great naQon, which 
is all the more exacting that its elevation 
has been rapid. So long as the Emperor 
William lives his authority and prestige 
will prevail, but M. von Bismarck will not 
be always on haod to aid his successor, a 
Germany and her future sovereigu will de- 
plore more than once that the great Chan- 
cellor has forgotten or disdained to prepare 
fit heirs for bis redoubtabie inheritance.

REMINISCENCES OF GREELEY. 


His Care For His Son—How He Accue 
mulated Things in His Pockets, 
Masses 8. Beach in New York World. 


“Mr. Greeley I remember very well, of 
course, but I never think of him without the 
picture coming to my mind of seeing bim 
carrying his son across the street in mudd 
weather. He idolizedthis boy, and cou! 
never realize thathe had outgrown his ine 
fancy. He could not bearto have him ex- 
posed in any way, and, although the boy, 
when I used to see him with his father, was 
12 or 13 years old and very large for his age~ 
nearly if not quite as large as his father—if 
the street was at all muddy old Greeley would 
take him up in his arms and earry him 
across; and I can see him now, the boy’s 
‘ong legs reaching nearly to the ground, 
forming the most comic picture imaginable. 
Greely always wrote standing at his desk, 
and his manuscript was so abominable that 
but few people could decipher it. I wrote to 
him once to ask what he thought of our 
chances in a pending city election, when Fer- 
nando Wood was running for mayor, and his 
reply was, ‘Il see nothing ahead but a Water- 
loo defeat.” That was all of his reply, but 
it took me nearly an hour to read it. 1 know 
in connecti>»n with this that I opened out 
red hot on Fernando the next day, and he 
had me arrested and taken before the police 
justice, who tried to,gettie matters and get me 
to promise an apology, but Ll said I didn’t 
come for that; Lcame to give bail, and I 
kept up the fight against Mr. Wood.

The Chinese Minister, His Stag Parties and 
His Wonderful Baby—Diplomatic Receptions 
in Numbers—The Young Lady Whe Keeps 
Young Mr. Arthur Away From Princeton— 
Notes. 


Special Correspondence of the Poat-Disvatch. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., January 24. — Tuesday of 
this week was the first plese .ci fuesday of the 
season here, consequently ail the society ladies 
were out trying to catch up with thelr calls, as 
they say. Mrs. Sheridan’s pretty bouse was 
crowded all the afternoon with ladies and gentle- 
men, all anxious te greet the pretty wife of the 
head of the army. The house in which the Shert- 
dan’s live was built ana occupied by Judge Aldis, 
From him Gen. Sheridau’s friende purchased It 
as a gift for the gallant officer and his wife. It 
stands on Massachusetts avenue, just beyond 
Sixteenth street, The streets come together in 
such a way at this point as to leave this 
lot standing by itself, sO there 
is an open space entirely around 
the house.

Mrs. Maude E. Lord, the Boston 
Medium, Discusses Spirit- 
ualism. 


She Remembers the. Time When Ministers 
Spat at Heron the Street—Now Numbers 
of the Clergy are Spiritualists—Prominent 
Actors Who Attend Seances—Some_ In- 
teresting Facts. 


With the advent of the boy preacher St. Louis 
bas a good supply of religions, for the city has 
had within its limits a celebrated and widely- 
known spiritualistic mediu m from the East. Mrs. 
Maude E. Lord of Boston and Chicago, who, a8 4 
medium of extraordinary pewer, a fiuent talker 
and a lady of a bigh order of intelligence 
and accomplishments, has been. a leader in 


the best class of spiritualists in the country, is 
now in the city, Miss Lord has been at the Ho- 
tei Barnum for several days past. but,being wear- 
ied by two montlis’ labor in her field of work in 
Chicagu.bas kept the fact of her presence a secret 
from the general public. She has been visited, 
however, daily by ber sympathizers and fellow- 
pelievers, of Whom thereis a large number in the 
city. and private seances have been heid: every 
evening at the houses of several prominent 
citizens, Indeed, if the names of those who 
are firm believers in spiretualism or are deeply 
interested invéstigators of its manifestations 
were known, there would be astovisiment in 
every social and business circle in the city, for its 
adherents may be founa from the highest to the 
lowest and in ever; profession, 
INCLUDING THE CLERGY. 

Mrs. Lord was chatting with some friends in 
the parlor of the hotel wien a reporter called this 
morning. She is a lady of fine presence ana figure, 
with a face denoting unusual strength of mind 
and character, clear-cut handsome features and 
a well shaped head, covered with a mass of crisp, 
curling black hair. Striking features of her face 
are her eyes, large, clear, and of that peculiar 
gray color which changes as the pupils dilate and 
contract, or as Various expressious pass over her 
face, from almost steel blue to black. She im- 
presses one at once with'a sense of power and 
ruistiful-energy of some Kind. Mrs. Lord may 
be taken as one of the best representations of in- 
telligent spiritualism in this country. 

In aconversation on the condition of the work, 
she said: “I fing that a gr@gt change has 
been wrought within the past* few years in 
the character of those who count themselves 
with us. There was atime when belief in spirit- 
valism was confined to the lower and middie 
classes, now its chief supporters are found 
among the miadle and higher classes, especially 
the latter, and from a few persons who were 
looked upon with distrust and aversion by edu- 
cated Curistian people, we have grown into 
thousands of the choice minds of t country, 
ministers, lawyers, doctors and men of learning 
of all followings. I have been spit at in the 
street by ministers, and now many of 

THE LEADING MINISTERS 
in the East are spirituaiists. Most of the great 
actors and actresses, McCullough, Booth. Jeffer- 
son, Lotta and others I could name, are with us. 
In nearly every hamlet from the Atlantic to the 
— there are circles now composed of the best 
people.” 

“Have you any general organization as yet?” 

“No, not as yet; there are a few State associa- 
tions. Up to this time the spirit influences 
have been against organization or _ the 
formulation of any creed. We dia have 
a convention last year, and we are expecting soou 
to forma National Association.” 

“Are your tenets all opposed to Christianity?” 

“Not in the least. Christian people can be with 
us without any shock to their own peculiar faiths, 
l attack no creed; in fact, in the past, spiritual- 
ism was identified with Christianity, Many of our 
revelations were revealed by materialized spirits, 
Que instance is where Moses and Elias appeared 
to Christ at the transfiguration and 
another when Christ appeared to the desciples 
after his death and resurrection. The fact that 
he had his patural body, aud that the wounds 
were seen show materialization. I could name 
numbers of them, The trouble is spiritualists 
pay too little aitention to spiritualism in the past, 
and Christian people have considered modern 
spiritualism too lightly.” 

“What benefitsdo you look to spiritualism to 
give?” 

“Well, we have at once a proof of a spirit lana, 
of immortality of the soul, and we expect revela- 
tions of value. : 

THE GREAT INVENTIONS 

which have been given to the world 
within the last thirty or thirty-five years are 
due to spiritualism. I have investigated this 
subject thoroughly. 1 have consulted many of the 
inventors aud I find that their ideas and the way 
of putting them in practical operation were ob- 
tained directly from spirits.”’ 

Mrs. Lord mentioned a numoer of inventors 
whom she had asked with respect to this state- 
ment and who had coufirmed it. She then en- 
tered irto a discussion of the way in which spir- 
its are enabled to materialize and to communicate 
wish people On earth, which she will doubtiess 
make Ciearer than could be put down ia a hasty 
interview in her lecture. During the conversa- 
tion she gave the revorier a iittle insight into bis 
own character, history and record, which in many 
respects was startlingly correct. She also lifted 
the veilfor afew moments from his future and, 
as it disclosed an independent fortuae,it hada 
very pleasing effect on his spirits. In afew 
frazmentory references to her own history, it was 
learned that Mrs. Lord had few advantages 
socially or educationaliy in her youth, and as she 
bas been a medium from childhood 
and engaged in public work since 
young girlhood she ascribes all that 
she is at present to the work of ber spirit friends. 
She entirely rejects all the infidel and moraliy 
liberal doctrines which have brought certain 
classes Of spiritualists into disrepute. Her talks 
and seances are of the most respectable order 
and may be :ttended by any one.
